Applicants' claim broadly recites "a component which analyzes probabilities and utilities associated with determining potential target 
directories for storing and accessing data." reads on Beyda's teaching of analyzing a user's patterns of access or use (i.e., utilities) by 
tracking directories and files are accessed most frequently (col. 1, line 66 - col. 2, line 3). 

Applicants further argue that Beyda fails to teach assigning probabilities and utilities to a plurality of potential nodes, determining an 
expected utility from the probablities and utilities associated with the plurality of target nodes, displaying a candidate list of likely nodes, 
and that the combination of Beyda and Ishizaki and Beyda and Candan do not teach or suggest each and every element set forth in the 
subject claims. Examiner submits that the above arguments have been addressed in the "Response to Argument" of the Final Office 
Action dated 02 April 2004.
